When Li Hung Chang arrives at.the Na- 
tional Capital Karl Wagener of the Washing- 
ton Baseball club will extend the courtesies 
of his ball park to the distinguished China- 
man. ‘ 

Anson and his Chicago colts will be en- 
€aged in a series of games with the Senators 
during the stay in the city-of Li Hung Chang. 

“It will be a good advertisement for the 
game,” said Mr. Wagner, “and the distin- 
Sulshed foreigner should bear With, him to 
his native land a recollection of the great 
American sport. As he is to be introduced 
to our great institutions, political and so- 
Clal, an opportunity will present itself to 
acquaint him with our Nation's pastime.” 

Preparations are in progress at the Chi- 
nese Embassy here for the visit of Li Hung 
Chang, and he will be received with all the 
honors due to his position as the represent- 
ative of the Emperor of the Flowery King- 
dom. Mr. Yang, the Chinese Minister, and 
the members of his. official family, will go to 
New York in a few days to assist in the re- 
ception of the Chinese Ambassador on Fri- 
day. They will meet the visitors on the St. 
Louis at quarantine on the dispatch boat 
Dolphin, an company with Gen. Ruger, rep- 
resenting the President, and Assistant ‘Sec- 
retary Rockhill, representing the Secretary 
of State. 

The meeting between the two Chinese 
officials will be ceremonious. C inese official 
etiquette requires additional formalities on 
such an occasion as this. When two «per- 
sonal representatives of the Emperor meet 
it is the duty of the one who left Pekin first 
to inquire of the other about the Emperor's 
health before any word concerning them- 
selves is spoken. 

W hen the Viceroy makes his appearance the 
Minister and the attachés will bend their right 
knee. Li will return the salute to the Min- 
ister, but is not expected to bow to the at- 
tachés. On the way from the steamer to 
the hotel the two representatives of the 
Emperor will studiously avoid entering into 
conversation with each other, and appear 
to byctanders as if they were not on speaking 
terms. On arriving at the hotel they will 
withdraw together to a private room and 
place on a table a wooden tablet inscribed 
with the Emperor’s name on one side of it. 

Li Hung Chang having taken his station 
beside the tablet, the Minister then will 
come forward with a reverent mien and 
fall on his knees before it. Thrice will he 
prostrate himself, bowing his head three 
times to the ground in each prostration. 

This done, the constrained manner will at 
once disappear on both sides. They may 
now talk about matters of private concern. 
Not until then will the Viceroy answer the 
Minister’s inquiries concerning his health, 
his voyage, and his plans. 

One of the features of the entertainment 
of the visiting party during their visit to this 
city next week’ will be a grand féte at the 
Chinese Legation, to which invitations will 
be issued to the leading officials of the gov- 
ernment, and at which the menu will be ex- 
actly like that to which Li Hung Chang is 
accustomed to at his Oriental home. 

New York, Aug. 25.—[{Special.]—The gen- 
eral features of Li Hung Chang’s reception 
have been arranged.

MORE GOLD IS ENGAGED FOR AMERICA 


New York Bankers Buy $1,750,000 in 
London, Making a Total of 
$1,500,000 Imported. 


New York, Aug. 25.—[Special.]—The decline 
in the rate of sterling exchange again made 
the importation of gold profitable, and 
$1,750,000 in gold was purchased in London 
today by New York bankers, Heidelbach, 
Ickelheimer & Co. ordered $500,000 of this 
amount, which will be shipped by the Teu- 
tonic tomorrow. The remaining $1,250,000 is 
credited to Lazard Fréres & Co., although a 
representative of the firm denied that any 
orders had been given. 

Lazard Fréres &Co. and J. & W. Seligman 
imported $2,750,000 last week, making a total 
of $4,500,000 in gold which has been ordered 
for shipment since the rate of exchange 
first went down to the importing poine. 

London, Aug. 25.—Two hundred and seven- 
ty-five thousand pounds in gold was taken 
from the Bank of England today for Ameri- 
ca. It is said that £200,000 was shipped by 
a big financial house here. The Seligmans 
are also reported to be shipping.. More will 
probably go this week. 

Washington, D.C., Aug. 25.—Today’s state- 
ment of the condition of the Treasury shows: 
Available cash balance, $246,214,301;° gold 
reserve, $102,200,324.

Can- 
ada pulled in its spinnaker, both boats stand- 
ing straight away on the course, Vencedor 
running with staysails and balloon jibs, 
Canada with balloon staysails and balloon 


jibs. 
’ "The boats took the opposite leg from that

Bryan Talks to the Summer Boarders 
at Summit. 

Summit Mountain, N. ¥., Aug. 25.—Will- 
lam J. Bryan’s homeward trip began with 
a ten-mile drive through the Catskills, from 
Winnesook Lodge to the Grand Hotel on 
Summit Mountain, this morning. Women 
from the summer cottages by the way filled 
the carriage with- beautiful bouquets for 
Mrs. Bryan, and the party was greeted at 
the hotel by a group of about 300 farmers 
and boarders gathered on the portico. The 
sroup was brightened by the color of wav- 
ing flags. Mr. Bryan was escorted to a 
table, and, standing there, delivered a grace- 
ful speech devoid of politics. He said: 

** Ladies and Gentlemen: You who have 
come here to rest don’t want your rest dis- 
turbed by a speech. {Cries, ‘‘ We do.”’}] I 
am not going to viclate the proprieties of 
the occasion by attempting a political 
Speech except to say this: that all those 
who are interested in their country’s wel- 
fare are anxious to haye’ the government 
£0 administered that a larger proportion of 
our people will be able to spend some time 
each year at summer resorts to obtain 
strength for the duties of life, and any poli- 
cy, no matter by whom advocated, that will 
make life harder for those who toil ought 
not to expect encourdgement from. the 
American people. [Applause.] 

*“*I have made a statement that cannot be 
called partisan, for any person who is ad- 
vocating a policy not best for the people 
dares not tell the people that he is advo- 
cating that. [Laughter.] I am informed 
that there are a good many Western people 
here and that was one of the things that 
induced mé to come. I am always glad to 
see Western people, because I don’t be- 
lieve in the old statement made in the Bible 
that ‘The wise men came from the East.’ 
{Laughter.] I don't believe that statement 
ought to be emphasized too much. [Laugh- 
ter.] I am afraid some of our brethren in 
the East have the idea that wisdom origin- 
ates and dies in the East, and I am glad to 
have Western people come here and co- 
mingle with you, because I believe that the 
more you become acquainted with the West- 
ern people the better you will like them 

nd you will come to know that they don’t 
wear horns. j{Laughter.] 

**I believe when you become acquainted 
with them you will know that they are 
flesh of your flesh and blood of your blood 
and have the interest of the country at heart

TALKS TO WORKMEN AT KINGSTON. 


Factory Operatives Given an Oppor- 


tunity to Listen to Boy Orator. 

Hudson, N. Y., Aug. 25.—One of the 
most interesting episodes of tre New 
York tour was crowded into a brief half 
hour at Kingston. From-the special train 
the Bryan party was hurried intc carriages 
awaiting them at the depot, and with ac- 
cessories of cannon and a brass band clam- 
oring a welcoming salute was escorted 
through the streets, past factories whose 
windows framed the faces of workmen and 
working girls, to the city hall. 

Not less than 3,000. people were packed 
upon the green, many of them workingmen. 
Mr. Bryan spoke to them from the steps of 
the hall, where he stood under festooned 
flags. He was introduced by Mr. Cummings, 
and the speech which hé delivered inspired 
cheers after every striking point. Mr. Bry- 
an said: : 

Ladies and Gentlemen: I regret very 
much that the time is so limited that I can 
speak but a moment. It is not necessary, 
however, to occupy much of your time, be- 
cause you will have an opportunity between 
now and election day to inform yourselves 
on the issues of the campaign. I cannot 
do much more than to greet you today and 
ask you to make yourselves familiar with 
the issues of thé campaign. You have been 
kind enough to present us with a bouquet 
and on the card it is stated that the flowers 
are from the workingmen. I am glad to see 
this recognition from the workingmen. 
[Great applause.] When I want to speak to 
workingmen I do not go to their employers 
and ask them to deliver the votes of those 
who work for them. [Applause. ]

tries to tell you how to vote tell him the 
Declaration of Independence says that all 
men are created equal before the law and 
that you are his equal before the law and 
you cannot be bartered away. [Great ap- 
plause and cries of ‘‘ Hanna, Hanna! ee 
are business-men who by labor of hand or 
mind contribute to the wealth and greatness 
of this Nation, and the ballot is given to all 
that each may use the ballot to express not 
what some one else wants, but what he 
wants himself. 

We have had object lessons. We have had 
those who insisted that a financial policy 
could not be adopted and carried out in this 
country without the help of foreign nations.

They say 
that bimetallism is a good thing if we could 
only get it. More than 100 years ago there

BRYAN DINES WITH SENATOR HILL. 


Given the Glad Hand by the Proprietor 
of Wolfert’s Roost. 

» Albany, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The second day 
of William J. Bryan’s trip westward from 
the seclusion of Red Hook was an eventful 
one, crowded with a variety of incidents of 
travel, including a picturesque reception at 
a summer hotel, a stirring speech toa crowd 
of workingmen at the Town of Kingston, 
and culminating in a great meeting at Al- 
bany, where the candidate spoke to a crowd 
estimated at from 7,000 to 10,000 people, 
packed in the city hall square under the 
shadow of the State House. 

Before this demonstration Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan sat down to a dinner with Senator 
Hill and prominent Albany Democrats, at 
the Senator’s magnificent home, Wolfert’s 
Roost, whither they were driven directly 
from the depot, where a strong-lunged crowd 
came near mobbing them on their arrival. 
Those who met the Democratic candidate and 
his wife at Mr. Hill’s much-discussed dinner 
were: Supreme Court Judge Cady Herrick 
and wife, Louis M. Pratt, the Collector of 
Customs, and wife; Norton Chase, Chairman 
of the City Democratic committee, which, 
with other local organizations, had the meet- 
ing in charge. For nearly three hours Mr. 
Bryan was the guest of the New York Sen- 
ator, and although every participant in the 
dinner averred that it,was purely a social 
affair, their descriptions were taken witha 
grain of salt, it being the general impression 
that an understanding was reached which 
will insure to Mr. Bryan the support of the 
party organization in the State. 

Greeted by Senator Hill, 

Senator Hill was standing bare-headed 
at the door when Mr, Bryan drove up to 
Wolfert’s Roost. 

Just as soon as the carriage stopped Sena- 
tor Hill was at the carriage door, and when 
Mr. Bryan stepped out the Senator grasped 
his hand, and the two’ shook hands with 
vigor. ‘I’m glad that you have arrived 
here,’’ declared Senator Hill, ‘‘ And I’m 
pleased to be here,” replied Mr. Bryan. 
After greetings and introductions Senator 
Hill led the party up the steps into the ve- 
randa. Mr. Bryan walked at his side, Sena- 
tor Hill grasping his arm. Both were smil- 
ing and talking in the most pleasant man- 
ner. Mr. Hill himself held the door open 
while the party was passing in. 

In: the half hour which passed before din- 
ner was served politics must have been dis- 
cussed, but neither Senator Hill nor: Mr. 
Bryan would say a word about their conver- 
sation. 

It was about 5:30 o’clock when the party 
Sat down to dinner. 

The table was modestly but prettily deco- 
rated with flowers grown at Wolfert’s 
Roost. Senator Hill sat at the head of 
the table and on either side of him were 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan. 

The dinner lasted. just about an hour and 
as it was rapidly gétting near the time when 
Mr. Bryan was to speak the guests did not 
linger at the table. As Mr. Bryan’s car- 
riage was leaving Mr. Hill waved his hand 
and bade him a hearty God-speed. 

Mrs. Bryan did not leave Wolfert’s Roost 
until after 7 o'clock. She was feeling #66 
tired to attend the open air meeting. 

One of the guests said politics had been 
discussed at the table, but entirely in a 
social manner.

The crowd began to gather in the City Hal] 
Square two hours before the meeting, and 
when Mr. Bryan faced them the people were 
packed in solid masses over several acres of 
pavement and sod, with adventurous men 
climbing like bouquets in the branches of 
trees and climbing telegraph and lamp posts. 
Hiis appearance, as he stepped upon the flag- 
draped platform, with the to him familiar 
Strains of * Hail to the Chief ” sounding in 
hisears, kindleda flerce shout, which swelled 
into three cheers, with hundreds of hats and 
handkerchiefs in the air. He was escorted 
by Messrs. Chase and Pratt, Recorder James 
Mathews, Postmaster Woods, and Collector 
John.P. Masterson. Senator Hill was not 
oe Mr. Chase, in introducing the orator, 
said: 

** My Fellow-Citizens: Thisisa plain meet- 
ing for the plain people, where there is to be 
no fuss and no feathers. There is but one 
man you wish to see, but one man you wish 
to hear. I have the honor to introduce him 
to you--the Democratic candidate for Pres- 
ident of the United States, Wiliam J. Bryan 
of Nebraska.’ [Prolonged cheering.] 

Mr. Bryan spoke with more than his cus- 
tomary oratorital force, and considering the 
size of the crowd he was listened to with 
most flattering attention. Once the speech 
was marred by a small knot of Republicans, 
who interrupted with a straggling cheer for 
McKinley. Before the speech was finished 
darkness came on, and red lights kindled on 
the outskirts of the crowd threw a crimson 
glare over the field of heads, and then an 
alarm of fire, just as the orator was ending, 
created a diversion. At the close of his 
speech Mr. Bryan shook hands with the peo- 
ple who climbed upon the platform. He was 
driven to the station, preceded by a band and 
crowds of citizens, who formed in line and 
marched along, cheering. 

Grateful for the Privilege. 


Mr. Bryan said: ‘‘Mr. Chairman and Fel- 
low-Citizens: In the presence of this im- 
mense audience it is hardly necessary to 
announce that ‘tthe Presidential campaign is 
open for business. It gives me great pleas- 
ure to be permitted to address even fora 
short time the citizens of Albany and this 
vicinity. I esteem it a privilege to be able 
to defend im your presence the policies which 
I believe will bring! prosperity and happiness 
to the American people. [Applause.] In 
this line of free government people express 
themselves through party organizations. 
It is the only way in which we can give ef- 
fective force to our convictions. Without 
party we fight without hope of success. 
Pgrties meet in their conventions, adopt 


their platforms, and go forth to the people , 


appealing for the suffrages of those who be- 
lieve that through that party and by the pol- 
icies expressed in the platform they can 
best serve their country and protect their 
rights. 

The Democratic party at Chicago met in

Our opponents have at last taken a definite 
position upon the money question. The Re- 
publican platform adopted at St. Louis de- 
clares that the gold standard must be main- 
tained in this Nation until other nations 
shall €5nsent to its abandonment. We be- 
lieve that that declaration which commits 
us to a gold standard until other nations 
come to our relief is equivalent to a declara- 
tion in favor of a permanent continuation 
of the gold standard, because we do not be- 
lieve that other nations will take pity upon 
us before we take pity upon our own people. 


Te Exterminate the Gold Standard. 


We have then to consider this question; 
ought the American people to submit longer 
to a gold standard? [Cries of ‘ No, no.’’] 
The Democratic party has begun a war of 
exterm'nation against the gold stapdard. 
We ask no quarter, we give no quarter. We 
shall prosecute our warfare until there is not 
an American citizen that dares to advocate 
a gold standard policy. [Cheers.] 

You ask why? We reply that the gold 
standard is a conspiracy against the human 
race, and that we would no more join it 
than we would join an army marching to 
despoil our home and destroy our families. 
{[Applause.] I ask you not to take my word 
for the evils of the gold standard. I cal! as 
a witness a gentleman whose voice has been 
heard in the councils of the Democratic 
party. I ask you if you are inclined to ac- 
cuse us of using extravagant language. I 
ask you to read and reflect upon the lan- 
guage used by John G. Carlisle in 1878. 

In a speech in Congress he said: ‘ Accord- 


ing 49 my opinion, the conspiracy which 


| seems to have been formed here and in Eu- 


rope to destroy ly legislation and otherwise 
from three-sevenths to one-half the metallic 
money of the world is the most gigantic 
crime of this or any other age. Its consum- 
mation would ultimately entail more misery 
upon the human race than all the wars, pesti- 
lence, and famine that ever occurred in the 
history of the world.”’ 
Believes Carlisle Was Right. 


That is the language of John G..Carlisle. 
I believe he spoke the truth, and ff it was 
true then it is true today, and will be true, 
no matter who may change his opinion or his 
course upon this question. Truths once ut- 
tered will live, no matter what may become 
of those who uttered thosetruths. Men can- 
not retract truths. That prophecy was 
spoken eighteen years ago, and eighteen 
years of fulfillment has enabled us to be- 
lieve words which were believed by all at 
the time they were spoken. Our opponents 
tell us that the free coinage of silver is 
going to disturb business. I ask our op- 
ponents to write down the worst thing they 
can possibly think of as a possible conse- 
quence of the immediats restoration of the 
free coinage of silver, and when they have 
written their worst I would piace against 
the most dismal prophecy they can utter 
the words of John G. Carlisle, and tell them 
that I would take “the worst thing they 
could think of rather than bring a misery 
greater than war, pestilence, and famine. 
[Applause. ] 

Can you imagine the mearing of those 
words? No, my friends. The imagination 
cannot. conceive, the tongue cannot describe, 
all that is wrapped up in those words. Can 
you think of all the wars of the past, when 
you remember that from the time that Cain 
killed Abel until now history has been little 
more than a record of warfare? Can you 
remember all those wars, and can you add 
in one great sum ali the misery that those 
wars have caused, and then can you think 
of the pestilences which have visited the 
earth and the misery that they have 
brought; and then can -you think of the 
famines that have afflicted mankind from 
time to time; can you add into one great 
sum. all the misery caused by those three 
dread destroyers of the human race, and 
then think that the consummation of the 
conspiracy of those who stand behind the 
gold standard would bring more of misery 
than all of these? 


Evils Gold Would Bring. | 


Ah, my friends, it is because we believe 
that that prophecy was true, it is because we 
believe that no language can overstate the 
infinite distress that the gold standard 
means to the human race, it is because we 
believe that no power on earth will prevent 
the advocates of free coinage from preach- 
ing that gospel -wherever they can find 
those to hear it. [Applause.] 

Some of our opponents say that they are 
afraid that we cannot maintain’ bimetallism 
alone. We reply to them that we havé 
Waited for twenty years for other nations 
to help us, and if we are going to restore bi- 
metallism we have got to restore it alone, 
because others do not come to our assist- 
ance. [Applause.] More than that, we be- 
lieve that the assertion of American inde- 
pendence will do more to-bring about inter- 
national bimetallism: than a servile depend- 
ence upon our enemies to bring it to us. 
[Applause. ] 

Our opponents say that all we need is a 
restoration of confidence, Whenever the 
confidence man is abroad in a community 
the man who has the least confidence gets 
off with the most money. [Laughter.}] And 
I am very much afraid that the confidence 
man is abroad in this campaign, preaching 

Have confidence and all will be well.”’ 

My friends, confidence must have a basis 
to rest upon. Our opponents say that unless 
we shape our financial policy to suit the 
pleasure of foreign nations they will not 
loan us any money. We reply that as long 
as we shape our financial] palicy according to 
their pleasure We will always be borrowers 
and can never be money loaners ourselves. 

( onfidence must rest upon a substantial 
basis. Suppose that a man in your com- 
munity gives out his notes until everybody 
has them and then somebody tries to collect 
a note and finds that the man has no prop- 
erty beyond his notes, how can you restore 
confidence in that man, how can he inspire 
confidence in the community? Just in one 
way, and that is by putting property be- 
hind the,notes that he has out. 


How to Restore Confidence. 


My friends, how are you going to restore 
confidence in the United States by legislat- 
ing value out of the property upon which 
notes rest? You have tried it and you have 
found that bankruptcies have increased 
year by year, and the only people who have 
prospered are those who own investments 
payable in dollars or money they are making 
out of the extremities of the government. 

If you want to restore confidence you 
have zot to restore prosperity to the great 
masses of the people, and talk as much about 
Kood property as they have been talking 
about good money. Money can be too good. 
It can be so good that you can long for it 
and pray for it, but cannot get hold of it. 
{[Laughter.] Remember that whenever you 
make money dearer, whe@/Wou increase its 
purchasing power, you have simply driven 
down the value of other things, and if those 
who own money and who hold contracts 
payable in dollars are willing to so legislate 
as to make their property more valuable 
how can they appeal to those who own prop- 
erty and owe debts to join them in that sort 
of legislation? I have asserted—I assert 
again—that without the aid of the monev- 
owning classes the gold standard would not 
stand for one day in any nation under the 
sun. I assert that behind the gold standard 
in this country the only potent force consists 
of those who hold fixed investments and 
those who as brokers profit the greater by 
greater bond issues, 


No Confidence in Brokers. 


They tell the laboring men of this Nation 
that they ought to support a gold standard. 
Thé laboring men have never found the finan- 
ciers of this Nation the men who have exert- 
ed themselves to improve the condition of 
the laboring man. As a rule the men who 
have spent their time trying to break down 
labor organizations—the only protection that 
the laboring man’ has had—these are 
the men who now come to the help of the 
laboring man. I ask you if you ought to 
expect blessing from those from whom you 
have only received cursings in the past? 
{Cries of ** No, no.’’] 

I notice that one of our opponents the 
other day said that the old soldiers would 
be opposed to free coinage. They gave the 
impression that the financiers are very much 
interested in maintaining a gold standard 
for the benefit of the soldiers; but, my 
friends, these men forget that all of the 
soldiers lived during the war and that during 
the war the soldiers knew that the finan- 
ciers made their bonds payable in. gold and 
left the soldier to offer his fe upon the bat- 
tle field. [Applause.] More than that, my 
friends, I do not believe that the soldiers 
who are willing to offer their lives if need 
be in behalf of their country are today going 
to join in a conspiracy to enslave 7(),000,000 
free people by fettering them toa gold stand- 
ard. 

Our opponents—at least some of them— 
have been appealing to the ministry. I have 
noticed some of these advocates of the gold 
standard have said that the preachers, that 
the teachers in religion, should favor the 
gold standard because their salaries were so 
small that they did not want them reduced. 
(Laughter. ] 

Well, now, I am willing to concede every- 
thing that is right to our opponents, but lI 
must confess that there is one argument 
which they might make that would appeal 
to some ministers, if there were any min- 
isters who were in the business of ministry 
merely for the dollars and cents there were 
in it. [{Laughter.] I say this is one argu- 
ment—it is an argument that I cannot an- 
swer—and I give it to you for all that it is 
worth. The gold standard makes hard times. 
Hard times drives men out of employment. 
Idling is conducive tocrime. Therefore, the 
gold standard, by increasing the amount 
of crime, increases the demand for minis- 
ters to put down immcerality. [Applause.] If 
there is any other reason why a minisfer 
should favor the gold standard, I have not 
heard it, and even the most astute of our op- 
ponents have, so far as I know, never urged 
the reasons which I have suggested to you. 

My friends, there is the general principle 
that you can use in governing your course. 
You may rest assured that in the long run 
any policy which brings prosperity to the 
great mass of the people will be shared by all 
the people. If you cannot see just in what 
particular way any given measure is going 
to benefit you in your business, if you can 
satisfy yourself that the general public 
will be benefited by that measure, you can 
rest assured that you will receive your pro- 
portionate share of it. But I challenge 
you search in all the pages of history fora 
single instance where the mass of people 
were ever benefited by legislation that in- 
creased the value of the dollar in which debts 
had to be paid. [Applause.] 


Gold a New Yellow-Fever. 


My friends, our opponents sometimes tell 
us that this silver sentiment is a disease. 
If so, it will run its course, like whooping 
cough or'the measles. No, my friends, it is 
not a disease.. silver sentiment is the 
outgrowth of a ndition, and you cannot 
destroy the sentiment until you have reme- 
died the condition out of which that senth 
ment arose. 

I can retaliate upon our opponents and tel’ 
them that this gold standard idea is a dim 
ease. Igis, the new yellow fever. [Laughrt: 
and applause.] But there is a difference be 
tween the new yeilow fever and the old yel-

WISCONSIN GOOD MONEY DEMOCRATS 
CHOOSE A LEADER, 


Delegates to National Convention at 
Indianapolis Will Be Instructed to 
Support the Badger State Man for 
the Nomination for the Presidency 
—Representative Politicians Are 
Gathered at Milwaukee for the Ses- 
sion Today. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
According to the indications tonight there 
will be at least 1,000 delegates in attendance 
at the sound money convention of the gold 
Democrats, which meets in this city tomor- 
row. Delegates from all portions of the 
State have been pouring into the city all 
day. There have been many conferences be- 
tween the leading men, and it has been prac- 
tically decided that the convention shall in- 
dorse Gen. Edward 8. Bragg as the proper 
man to lead the hosts of the National Democ- 
racy, and the delegation to Indianapolis will 
be instructed to use all means within its 
power to secure for him the nomination for 
the Presidency. 

From the representation which is already 
on the ground it is evident that every prom- 
inent Democratic leader in Wisconsin is in 
favor of the gold standard. The convention 
tomorrow will declare in the strongest terms 
in favor of a sound money policy, and will 
denounce the Popocratic repudiation of the 
Chicago convention. From the expressions 
of many of the leading delegates it is evi- 
dent that while the Wisconsin Democracy 
wants:to place itself right on the money 
question, the leaders still have hope of re- 
taining an influence over the members of 
the party who for the time being are chasing 
the will-o’-wisp free silver. 

Bragg Wants a Union. 

They are all in favor of simply placing 
an Electoral ticket in the fleld, and not ia 
any way interfering in State politics. Gen. 
Bragg says in speaking of the matter: 

‘‘ While we differ on questions of national 
politics from the silver men, we can main- 
tain that difference between us without 
disruption upon State and local issues. It 
is true that whether we are able to keep up 
this connection or not will depend largely 
upon the convention of Sept. 2: It will be left 
to them I hope to take such a course as will 
not repel us from a union with them on State 
issues.’’ 

The question of naming a State ticket will 
be left to the State Central committee, which 
will be named by tomorrow’s convention. 
The party is in a peculiar position on State 
issues. It seems certain that the convention 
of Sept. 2 will fuse with the Populists, and 
will adopt strong resolutions indorsing the 
Chicago platform, and will refuse to indorse 
the administration of Grover Cleveland. 
Many of the gold men say that in this con- 
tingency another gold convention will be 
called, and that it may put an independent 
State ticket in the field. 

John. A. Brennan of Stevens Point, who 
will be the Temporary Chairman of tomor- 
row’s gathering, arrived tonight. Senator 
Vilas will be the Permanent Chairman of 
the convention. Both will make addresses 
in favor of the single standard. 

The committee which has charge of the 
preliminary arrangements for the conven- 
tion has decided on E. A. Edmonds of Oconto 
and Charles Tuteur of West Superior as the 
Secretaries. 

A conference of the leading men of the 
party was held tonight to consider the res- 
olution which will be presented to the con- 
vention, drawn by Gen. Bragg. There isa 
strong disposition on the part of many of 
the delegates to reward the men who stood 
so faithfully by the principle of Wisconsin 
Democracy in the Chicago convention, and 
to send all of the Wisconsin voters as del- 
egates to Indianapolis. It is certain that the 
following will be elected as delegates: Gen. 
Edward S. Bragg, Senator William F. Vilas, 
James G. Flanders, Joseph J. Hogan, Will- 
iam Bergenthal, M. C. Mead, H. P. Hamil- 
ton, Robert Lees, John Brennan, R. J. 
Shields, and W. F. McNally. Senator Vilas 
has discovered that it will not be necessary 
to have a petition signed by a thousand 
names in order to secure for the gold ticket 
a place on the official ballot. The law is 
such that where there isa splitin a political 
party both are entitled to representation. 


BAY STATE DEMOCRATS IN SESSION, 
Convene in Boston to Elect National 
Delegates. 

Roston, Mass., Aug. 25.—The convention of 
gold standard Democrats of Massachusetts 
to adopt a platform and select delegates to 
the Indianapolis convention was called to 
order by ex-Mayor Frederick O. Prince. J. 
Russell Reed was made Temporary Chair- 

man. 

Charles S. Hamlin, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, was introduced amid a tu- 
mult of applause. Hesaidin part: 

‘This is a time of public peril. We must 
nominate men who will stand by true De- 
mocracy, and our duty is plain. Let us at- 
test ourseives to the true Democratic prin- 
ciples. The platform at Chicago has been 
repudiated by thousands in every State in 
the country, and now itis time for the work- 
ingmen, the bankers, the merchants, and the 
manufacturers to work together for the leg- 
islation which will render inviolate forever 


the bonor of our country.’’ 

Fred O. Prince was elected Permanent 
Chairman, with T. J. Gargan Vice-President. 
Ex-Congressmen William Everett made a 
short speéch, after which Col. John R. Fel- 
lows of New York delivered a brilliant ad- 
dress in which he attacked the Chicago con- 
vention and its platform vigorously. 

The resolutions repudiated the actions of 
the Chicago convention, indorsed the plat- 
form adopted by the State Democratic con- 
vention held on April 21 last. Opposition is 
declared to the free and unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1, to the Supreme Court plank of the 
Chicago convention, and confidence and 
pride in the Cleveland administration is re- 


aflirmed. 
Delegates and alternates were selected, 


after which the convention adjourned. 


TEXAS GOOD MONEY MEN CONVENE. 
Hundreds of Prominent State Demo- 
crats Meet at Waco. 

Waco, Tex., Aug. 25.—Several hundred 
delegates are in attendance upon the State 
Sound Money convention here today. The 
personnel includes some of the most proml- 
nent Democrats in Texas. Every portion 
of the State save the Panhandle, where rail- 
road facilities are poor, has a good represen- 

tation. 

The prospects now are that in addition to 
selecting delegates to Indianapolis a full 
State ticket will be put out and a straight 
fight made. 

The convention was called. to order at 1 
o'clock at the city hall, with 600 people pres- 
ent.

MICHIGAN’S CONVENTION. 


TRIPLE 
Three Silwer Parties Meet at Bay City 
and Try to Fuse. 


Bay City, Mich., “Aug. 25.--[Special.]— 
Three State conventions at a time is a 
large dose for ons city and it is no wonder 
that Bay City just now is overwhelmed with 
perspiring politicians, all silver men, but of 
various creeds otherwise. By distinct ar- 
rangement between the factions the Demo- 
crats, the Populists, and the silver party, 
called their conventions for today in Bay 
City. The meetings were held in a trio of 
halls, all on one street, so as to be con- 
venient for sending messages from one to 
another. 

The trio convention idea was a roaring 
farce from the beginning, for everybody 
knew they would fuse. To have three bodies 
when all were of one mind was simply to 
confuse fusion that they might later take 
the credit for having fused confusion. 

The first thing done in each convention was 
to appoint a committee of conference. The 
marriage contract was all ready for the 
signatures, and it was only necessary to 
agree on an ante-nuptial settlement. It 
would have been vastly easier for three 
parties to have appointed the committees 
through primaries, and thus have saved the 
expense of a convention, which must have 
been a serious feature for men who are 
posing as down-trodden sons of evil. 

All the old leaders of the Democratic party 
have disappeared. Not one of the men who 
figured prominently in Michigan Demo- 
cratic politics heretofore was even present 
in Bay City today. They will all be in 
Lansing tomorrow, however. They go there 
solemnly cursed. with bell, book, and candle 
for today’s convention, while waiting for 
its Committee on Conference, to which it 
had delegated all its power, amused itself 
by abusing President Cleveland, who was 
openly stigmatized as a traitor, and Don M. 
Dickinson, who was referred to as “the 
gentleman with large bowels “1d small 
brains.”” Not satisfied with @ «sing the 
gold Democrats, radical actiomwas taken 
through the medium of the report of the 
Committee on Permanent Organization, by 
which the delegates from the different Con 
gressional districts were empowered to select 
new members of the State Central committee 
whenever they deemed it desirable. 

This formally reads out of the party all 
the old wheelhorses who ran the campaigns 
and contributed the funds in the past and 
enables the silver faction of the parly to 
control the organization absolutely for the 
next two years. Don M. Dickinson is gone 
and Campau reigns in his stead. 

The three conventions accomplished lit- 
tle more than a permanent organiza- 
tion today. v E. Barkworth of 
Jackson was elected Permanent Chairman 
of the Popocratic convention, and W. A.

Then came Venezuela and then what Sena- 
tor Brice called the petition in bankruptcy 
followed. Confidence died. One day the 
iron mills had business beyond power of sup- 
plying wants. The next day they had none. 
Reasonable certainty makes business; ul- 
certainty paralyzes it. 

In 1879 we resumed specie payments. We 
had suitable tarifflaws. The foundation for 
certainty was laid. We knew we were to do 
our own work. Capitalists, saving banks, 
all who had capital to lend at home and 
abroad knew there was certainty of honest 
repayment and business resumed its onward 
march. In 1897, with such change of tariff 
as will be founded on business principles 
and have the approval of the people of the 
United States, we shall again have the cer- 
tainty of doing our own work. With the de- 
feat of the Bryan-Watson-Sewall combina- 
tion will come certainty of repayment of 
capital borrowed at home and abroad, ceér- 
tainty that business enterprises will have a 
sound foundation, and 1897, with its at- 
tendant fourteen years of success, will lift 
us to another height of success where per- 
haps Another bet’ of misguided citizens, for- 
getful of the past, will waylay us and we 
shall| have to beat them again. 
Reasonable Prospect of the Fature. 


This, then, is the reasonable prospect of 
the future. I wish I could assure you of a 
future prosperity that would reign unbroken 
forever and ever. But history Knows hu- 
man nature too well. 

You will see that my statements are not 
promises withouf limit. You have seen ex- 
hibited ‘many times remedies for all the ilis 
the world is heir to, but did you ever see a 
perfectly healthy world? You never will.

Whenever we take a trip into the realms 
af fancy we see a good many things that 
never were. The safe footing in this world 
is on the things we know. 

If this Nation follows the silver people 
what sure foothold is thereanywhere? Has 
any nation ever succeeded in what we are 
asked to undertake? Not one. Has any 
nation ever failed? Mexico supported: by 
the great Empire of China With 400,000,000 
of people has falled to lift silver above its 
market value. 

We Are Not Omnipotent. 


I am well aware that weare mightier than 
Mexico or China or both combined. But we 
are not omnipotent. We are only part of 
the world. We cannot add a cubit to any 
man’s staturé. We cannot fix the price of 
wheat. Chicago standing for the whele 
country tried that once and was worsted in 
the struggle. We tried to fix the price of 
greenbacks by calling them a. dollar, but 
never one of them was a dollar until 1879, 
we promised fo give a dollar and 
backed up the promise with a hundred mill- 
ions of gold. 

When gold was at 20) not all the power of 
this country with two millions of men in 
arms could make a greenback buy more 


than 50 cents’ worth of anything’ except hu- 


man labor. 

Fither the silver men expect silver under 
free coinage to gato par ar they donot. If 
they. do they have not tte single fact on 
which to depend, All human history is not 
only against them, but overwhebhmingly so. 
If overvaluation of gsilyer by three cents on 
a dollar drove all the gold out of our coun- 
try for sixty years once in its history, what 
will 50 cents of overvaluation do? Why it 
is as clear as mathematics. 

We shall then be on a silver bafis, what- 
ever that may be. If we get there the basis 
will eliher be stable or unstable. If it Is 
stable what‘improvement will that be? Are 
there any more potatoes In four pecks than 
in one bushel? Are 143 75-cent dollars worth 
any more than 100 100-cent dollars? Does a 
dollar get any more valuation by changing 
it into coppers? . . 

Result of Uncertainty. 


But suppose the new standard is unstable, 
what will happen then? Well, human expe- 
rience is here to teil you. All uncertainties 
ave a detriment to- business. lor the last 
fifty years alli the struggle of businegs has 
been towards certainties. Business has 
long ago ceased to be gambling. Small and 
sure profits often repeated are the foundatton 
of modern -wealth. The Suez Canal, thé 
oceam cable, the swift steamships, and the 
swiftest railroads are all harnessed into this 
service; whoever that can have a stable ¢tir- 
rency and .swings off into,an unstable cur- 
rency sets himself against the civilized 
world and must take the consequences. 

But, say some of these men, suppose we 
do swing off from Europe and join the great 
silver using countries—China, and Japan, 
and Mexico, and all the rest, with their gue - 
(01,000. inhabitants. Why not. give up the 
Kuropean mode and take the trade of China 
and Japan? This sounds well. If looks all 
the larger because it exists in imagination. 
Dg you suppose we could get the trade of 
these countries by simply having the same 
money? Such-ideas, tike the old+time cry of 
“markets of the world,” are of such stuff 
as dreams are made of. Trade takes dec- 
ades—nay, centuries—for its growth. 

But let us imagine we could have all that 
trade which would come to us, see how actual 
experience will cause to dwindle the figures 
of the imagination. Inthe first-place, there 
are no nine hundred millions of Silver-using 
people. One hundred and fifty millions of 
these outsiders are on a paper basis. We 
could “not get them even by giving them 
greenbacks, . ) 

Some Pertinent Statistics. 


How much do you suppose the r: maining 
People take of our stuffs now? Only fifty 
millions. Hiow much do the gold countries 
take? Seven hundred and sixty-five millions, 
enly about thirteen times as much. Great 

ritain alone takes $400,000,000 of our prod- 
ucts, eight times ae much -as ‘al! ‘the silver 
countries in the world. We buy of silver 
countries $117,000,000, of gold countries $530, - 
W0V0,000, Putting these figures together, oar 
trade with silver countries is $169,000,000 
With gold countries $1,300,000,000—one _ to 
Hine. Do you desire to exchange $9 worth 
of trade for $1? Do you want to do any- 
thing which will even tend to make such an 
exchange? 

Ah, but we want,the prosperity of Japan 
and Mexico. Really, my friends, we passed 
that stage of prosperity long ago. Mexico 
prospers because of silver! A constant fall 
of the dollar and no rise of wages: and you 
call that prosperity! For the middle man it 
may.be, and.for.the manufacturer also, but 
for the wage -earner not yet. Sofar as wages 
are loWeréd So'far Nas silver contributed to 
manufacturers’. profits.: But not even low- 
ered wages—a thing intolerable for our peo- 
ple—has started production in Mexico. What 
was Mexico once and what is she now? Once 
she was the land-af revohitionistsof fatpi- 
cidal strife torn asunder on the ambition of 
any pétty chief. Now. under Porfirio Diaz.

Two Ballots Are Taken for Candidate 
' for Governor.and Adjournmeat. Is 
Taken—<Aldrich Is in the -Lead— 
Piatt in Absolute Control—Warner 
Miller ‘Is Unseated—Piatt Allows 
Him to Speak—Avows His Repablic- 
anism Despite Treatment He Goes. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y.. Aug. 25.—[{Spe- 
cial.]|—This has been one of the most eventful 
days in the history of the Republican party 
in the Empire State. While the voting del- 
egates tn the State convention which met at 
high noon numbered only 757, the conven- 
tion hall contaiped almost 7,000 people, and 
at mid day brass bands and 10,000 people 
were marching and countermarchaing un- 
der the stately elms that span Broadway. 

The State convention held two sessions, 
listening to brilliant addresses, secured a 
permanent orgariization, adopted a piatform, 
balloted twice without choice for a candi- 
date for Governer, and at 10:20 o'clock to- 
night adjourned until 11 o’clock tomorrow 
morning.

pression of the convention would fill a vol- 
ume. tp to breakfast .time this morning 
there was a deep rooted conviction that ex- 
I'nited States Senator Thomas Platt, re- 
gardiless of his declaration to the contrary, 
was determined io have himself nominated 
as the candidate for Governor. Consterna- 
tion prevailed at the several headquarters 
of the numerous other aspirants. 

Platt eariy this morning lightened their 
hearts by openly and publicty declaring 
that in no sense was he a candidate, and 
that’ the idea of accepting a nomination 
had never entered his mind. 

The balloting makes .t more certain Ald- 
rich, who has a long lead over his nearest 
rival, is not likely to get this nomination. 
The convention adjourned at 10:30 until 11 
o'clock tomorrow morning, and indications 
all point to the selection of some dark horse, 


Platt Received with Cheers. 


When Mr. Platt entered the convention 
hall this morning the entire assemblage rose 
and the applause was deafening. Mr. Platt’s 
usual nervousness was apparent, and when 
one of the bands played ** Hail tothe Chief ”’ 
did not look particularly pleased. As the ap- 
plause subsided an enthusiastic spectator 
shouted: “Three cheers for Thomas C, 
Piatt,”’ and the call was answered with a 
will. Mr. Piatt stopped to shake hands with 
Mr. Hiscock and then went to his seat. 

Benjamin Odell, in the absence of State 
Chairman Hackett, called the convention to 
order and Bishop Newman offered prayer. 
Congressman Frank Black‘was selected to 
be Temporary Chairman. He delivered an 
address in which he discussed the financial 
sue and eriticised.the Democratic. plat- 
form. 

The convention then took a recess until 5 
p. m. 

The Committee on Credentials met directly 
after adjournment. ‘The most interesting 
contest before the Credentials committee 
was that from Herkimer, between Titus 
Sheard (the sitting delegate) and Warner 
Miller, the latter accusing the former of 
fraud. Th commifittee’s report, making the 
temporary roll permanent, excluded Mr. 
Miller from a State convention for the first 
time in thirty years. 

Conrmittee Turns Down Miller. 

When the convention reassembled the re- 
port was presented. 

Deputy Attorney-Genéral Hasboruck asked 
for a division of the question, and a separate 
vote on the Oneida County case. Then from 
over near the Herkimer County seats came 


‘Warner Miller. His face was flushed, and his 


lip trembled as from parts of the hall came 
cheers and from othér parts hisses and yells 
of derision. 

“Get out, you don’t belong here,”’ ** You 
are a traitor,’’ came cries from the galleries: 
Disorder reigned, and the Chairman’s gavel 
was almost useless to quell it. 

Then Otto Irving Wise of New York made 
himself heard above the din. 

“I object to Mr. Miller speaking. He ts 
not on the roll 6f the convention.” 

Then again the row arose. The galleries 
yelled in derision, and é#gain called names. 
The supporters of Saxton and _ Roberts 
cheered as a challenge to this element, and 
for a few minutes Mr. Miller stood silent in 
this storm of derision and applause. 

in a lull in the tumult, the Chairman 
said, derisively: 

‘“Wrom what county does the gentleman 
contie?”’ oes e 

And his sarcasm was greeted with cheers, 
as a renewal of hisses and cheers. 

Down in the front, Mr. Platt, his brows 
started to get to his feet.._In an 
instant there was a calm, and in his low 
voice he was heard to say: 

‘Mr. Chairman, I hope, and I move that 
the gentleman be heard.”’ 

Organization and anti-organization joined 
in the applause that followed this clever 
coup, and the gavel of the Chairman finally 
succeeded in restoring order. 


Piatt Lets Miller Speak. 


Mr. Miller then began to speak, His re- 
marks were dignified and not incendiary. 
His declaration of Republicanism, despite 
such treatment as might be accorded him, 
brought forth a storm of applause, and his 
declaration of loyalty to the party was sim- 
jlarly received. He began his ‘address with 
a mild, sarcastic reference to Mr. Platt by 
saying: 

‘1 do not believe that this convention 
would refuse mea hearing. But it seems to 
me, sir, that it took the power of one man 
(Platt) to grant me that hearing, and 1 re- 
turn to him my thanks for the courtesy of 
commanding this convention to give me a 
hearing.”’ 

He then reviewed the Herkimer County 
convention and the primaries to select dele- 
gates to it, declaring that gross irregulari- 
ties were numerous and that in the conven- 
tion he was declared defeated, yet four 
more votes were cast for him that for his 
opponent. He accepted the decision of the 
committee, however, and said in closing: 

‘If you do more in this cause from now 
until November than IL shall do it will be 
only because you are stronger and more able 
than I am.” 

When Mr. Miller finished he was heartily 
applauded and cries of ** Miller’s all right ”’ 
and “* What’s the matter with Miller?’ 
showed that the speech had had some effect. 

Mr. Hasbrouck’s motion to divide the ques- 
tlon was defeated by a viva voce vote, and 
then the crowd paused in its hurrahing to 
see the result. Mr. Miller arose, and ina 
composed manner walked down the aisle to 
the spectators’ seats. There was hardly a 
sound either from the sneerers or the cheer- 
ers. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported Gen. Stewart L. Woodford as 
the Permanent Chairman, and he assumed 
the chair. At the conclusion of Mr. Wood- 
ford’s speech there was much applause, after 
which he called for the report of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions. 

Chairman L. E. Quigg of New York read 
the report and the platform was adopted by 
the convention without debate. 


The Platform. 


The platform is as follows: 

“The Republicans of New York, in con- 
vention assembled, congratulate their fel- 
low citizens throughout the country upon 
the distinctness of the issue by which, in 
the present campaign, the great political 
parties are divided. There js no. equivoca- 
tion in any of the party platforms nor doubt 
as to what the candidates intend. 

“The allied Democratic and Populist 
parties say that their success wil) lead at 
once to the free coinage of silver. The Re- 
publican party says that the present gold 
standard must be maintained and that the 
way to recover our lost. prosperity,is to re- 
turn to the wise industrial policy by which, 
under Republican rule;* progpefity was 
achieved. . 

"The attempt to make an ounce of ' gold 
equal in value to only sixteen punces of 
silver, when it is now worth thirty ounces. 
is hopeless and absurd. .The United States 
could not either take nor use the silver that 
a free coinage law would bring to their mints,

“The employment of all the minting re- 
sources of the government in the coinage of 
silver dollars only could not in a period of 
fifteen years make up for the deficiency 
of the circulation that would result from 
the retirement of gold. The currency per 
capita is greater than it has ever been. The 
people can take no more money than they 
can buy with their labor, and what they 
buy is value and not mere denominations. 
To the maintenance of a pure circulation of 
dollars of.a full and equal value the Re- 
publican party is resolutely pledged, and for 
the firm establishment of that policy it asks 
the support of every citizen who wisheg 
neither to cheat nor to be cheated. 

‘‘ It must be constantly borne in mind that 
the conditions out of which this agitation for 
free silver has arisen were created by the 
Democratic assault on the country’s manu- 
facturing industries. If there had been no 
interruption of the protective policy there 
would have been no interruption of the coun- 
try’s business, no failure of revenue, and no 
lack of profitable employment for the peo- 
ple. The increase of $262,315,400 to the face 
of the bonded debt, which four years of Dem- 
ocratic rule has compelled, while in some 
measure due to the acts of Congress upon the 
public credit by the pressure of free silver 
bills, had its origin in a tariff act which 
converted a monthly surplus revenue 
into a monthly deficit and exposed domestic 
production to unjust competition. The Re- 
publican party is wedded to no set of rates 
or schedules, but its cardinal principle is the 
proteetion of American industry. A tariff 
must be enacted which will provide revenue 
sufficient to meet the ordinary and neces- 
sary expenses of the government and so 
adjusted as to place American labor, with- 
out the sacrifice of our high wage system, 
on at least equal terms. in our own market 
with the labor of other lands.”’

At present, with several varieties of 
money, and the credit of the government 
back of each, no citizen need fear that his 
property or labor will have its value meas- 
ured by one standard today and another 
tomorrow, but, on the contrary, its full 
worth is assured to him for all time. We 
are all creditors, and we are all debtors. We 
Cannot cheat others without cheating our-, 
selves. Our present money standards are 
neither the result of chance nor conspiracy, 
but are rather the outgrowth of expe riment 
and the result of centuries of progress. The 
government can neither make value nor give 
it without consideration. To ask, therefore, 
that it shall create a dollar of intrinsically 
half its nominal value and force its accept- 
ance at its face value is to ask the govern- 
ment to actually take property from our 
citizens and commit legalized robbery. 

‘The possession of money is but the 
means to happiness and prosperity, but of 
itself, without it were used in-exchange, it 
could minister neither to our wants nor to 
our necessities. The possession of property, 

r the laborer’s skill through which we ob- 
tain it, are the things of real value, and our 
money is but the scale by which we measure 
them. 

Result of Experiment. 

“The nature and kind of money as we see 
about us every day is the result of trial and 
experiment from the early days of barbar- 
ism. That gold and silver are used is not the 
result of chance. -The form and manner of 
their using can be made a matter of statute 
law, but their actual and intrinsic value de- 
pends upon certain economic principles, 
which yeu and I would be as powerless to 
oppose as we would be in trying to check 
the currents of the air. That money must 
necessarily be the best money whose in- 
trinsic value is nearest to its declared value, 
wherever it may presented for use. 

‘We are told by our political opponents 
recently assembled at Chicago that the gov- 
ernment shall coin the silver of the world 
into dollars actually worth 53 cents in mer- 
chandise value and declare them worth 100 
cents. The government must therefore pre- 
sent from.its own fund of credit 47 cents 
of value, or by statutory enactment rob its 
citizens of that amount of property which 
they have accumulated. They protest 
against the existence of trusts, and at the 
same time seek to’ compel the government 
to take the. entire product of one field of 
industry at a specific price, measured by an 
absolute standard, and to disburse it at a 
fictitious one. Such a course is opposed to 
the spirit of our institutions and contrary 
to the functions of government. The Na- 
tion’s integrity rests not alone upon the 
surplus in its vaults, but in the reserve power 
of labor in its citizens and their capacity 
and opportuhity for employment. To con- 
tinually draw upon one wil as surely dissi- 
pate it as will free values and abnormal | 
standards destroy the other 


Can Properly Protest. 


We can properly protest against any 
political intrigue which seeks, in accom- 
plishing its purposes, to overthrow one of 
the most important branches of our gov ern- 
ment and to prostitute the integrity of our 
highest court to the chicanery of political 
strife. Not more upon the executive or leg- 
islative branches of our government rests 
the confidence of the people than upon its 
judiciary. Enforced compliance with law 
will cease to be possible when its interpreta- 
tion can be affected by political manipula- 
tion. Even the power of the court to pro- 
tect property, to which the government I!s 
pledged under the Constitution, has been 
assailed, and if this authority should be 
taken away the only substitute would be 
anarchy, subverting the very foundations 
of society. 

“As Republicans we believe that under 
Repubiican legislation there would be no 
dziiciency in our Treasury, and that there 
should be no necessity for the issuance of 
government obligations to meet our present 
needs. We believe that the doctrine of pro- 
tection, wisely incorporated into our stat- 
utes, would not only yield sufficient revenue 
for our national needs, but would furnish and 
assure to our citizens sufficient opportunities 
for labor to furnish just returns therefor, 
reviving our industries and establishing 
prosperity among those who are willing and 
ready towork. The Republican party would 
be untrue to its history and cowardly in its 
conduct did it not seek to continue a policy 
Which brought the governnient and our peo- 
ple to the highest prosperity, and yet there 
is no scheme of tariff legislation which can 
be or ought.to be successful which should 
not have as its forerunner a stable monetary 
policy which would insure the laborer the re- 
sult of his toil and reéstablish our Federal 
credit.

The striking hod-carriers and laborers won 
the most signal victory of their two-weeks’ 
fight for more pay yesterday afternoon.

$3.50 a day, and the recognition of their 
union. -~An attempt was also made to induce 
the men on the Fitz-Simons & Connell sec- 
tion of the tunnel] to quit also, but a detail 
of police kept the walking delegates away, 
and the men continued at work.

low fever. The old yellow fever killed the 
people who had the fever; the new yellow 
fever is death to the people who do not have 
the fever. [Tremendous applause. | 

How can you restore bimetallism? You 
have got to have a planif you want to do it. 
Our opponents tell you that our policy would 
disturb business. Wetell them that business 
is already disturbed. They tell us that if we 
succeed in this election there will be an in- 
terim of a few months before we can put 
our policy in operation. We tell you that 
if they succeed there will be four years’ in- 
terim before they can put their policy into 
operation. [Cheers.] You say you want to 
stop agitation. How are you going to stop 
agitation so long as you have no fixed policy? 

What is the policy of the Republican party 
upon the money question? Itis to wait until 
some other nation tells us when we can act 
for ourselves. How -tong will we have to 
wait? Ah, my friends, if our opponents suc- 
ceed in this election, can they give us any 
assurance as to how long it will take foreign 
nations to help us restore confidence? There 
is no assurance. The success of our op- 
ponents in this campaign simply means four 
years more of agitation, and then the trial 
of the remedy which we ask you to give.

Jewish Teachers in the Public Schools 
Confronted by a Novel Pay- 
Roll Combination.

Jewish principals and teachers in the pub- 
lic schools will lose on an average of &5 
apiece in consequence of the action taken 
yesterday by the School Management com- 
mittee of the Board of Education. The 
case, as stated by Mr. Rosenthal, was'as fol- 
lows: 

“The rules require the schools to open on 
the first Monday in September, which is Sept. 
7, but that day, being Labor day, is a legal 
holiday, and therefore the schools will open 
on Sept. 8. Teachers who report on Tuesday 
will be paid also for Monday, but a teacher 
who does not report until Wednesday will 
not be paid for either Monday or Tuesday, 
and will lose two days’ pay. Now this will 
be the condition of all the Jewish teachers, 
as Tuesday is a Jewish holiday, on which no 
good Jew will do any work.” 

Mr. Rosenthal made a motion that these 
teachers be permitted to report on Wednes- 
day and be paid from Monday. The motigen 
was defeated by a voteof 4to3. 

Supt. Lane reported in favor of appoint- 
ing C. D. Lowry principal of the Arnold 
School at a salary of $2,000, and George H.

NEW SULTAN IN ZANZIBAR 


HAMED DIES AND SEYYID KALID 
SEIZES THE ROYAL PALACE, 


He Barricades Himself and an Armed 
Force Within—Sailors from British 
Warships Are Landed and Rioting 
Is Expected—The Dead Ruler Owed 
His Position to England, Which Ex- 
ercises a Protectorate Over the 
Government. 


Zanzibar,Aug. 25.—The Sultan of Zanzibar, 
Hamed Bin Thwain Bin Said, is dead. 

Seyyid Kalid has occupied the palace, tak- 
ing possession of that building immediately 
after the death of Hamed Bin Thwain Bin 
Said became known. He proclaimed himself 
Sultan and barricaded himself in the palace 
with 700 armed Askaris. Sailors from the 
British warships Philomel, “Furzan, and 
Sparrow have been landed to protect proper- 
ty ashore, and all the ladies have been lodged 
in the British Consulate, which is guarded 
by the sailors. Trouble is feared. 

Hiamed Bin Thwain Bin Said was 40 years 
old. He was a nephew of the late Sultan 
Ali, Khalifa and Burghash, and succeeded 
to the Sultanate on the death of Sultan Alli, 
March 5, 3803. He was one of a number of 
claimants, and was selected as being the 
most fitting by the British Government, 
which exercises a protectorate over the 
Sultanate. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—The State 
Department has received a cable message 
that “Said Kalid holds the palace: sailors 
and marines landed, rioting tonight feared.”

“You don’t get consumers through the 
mints,’’ observed Maj. McKinley to the Ohio 
farmers who called on him on Monday, 
“ vou get them through the factories.” His 
visitors applauded both these sentiments 
heartily. f 
This little address made day before yes- 
terday should be put in the hands of every 
farmer in the land. It is filled with solid 
chunks of wisdom. No ftirmer can read it 
deliberately and then go and vote for Bryan 
and 50-cent dollars, unless there is a screw 
loose in his morals or his intellect. 

here are some of the cogent, terse state- 
ments with which this address bristles: 


Free silver will not cure overproduction nor 
underconsumption. Free silver will not remove 
the competition of Russia, India, and the Argen- 
tine Republic. This competition would remain 
if you would coin all the silver of the world. Free 
ailver will not increase the demand for your wheat 
nor make a single new consumer. 


You might just as well understand now that 
you cannot add value to anything by diminishing 
the measure of the yalue with which the thing is 
sold or exchanged. If you can increase the value 
by lowering the measure of value and you want 
to benefit the farmer, then make the bushel 
smaller, the pound lighter, and declare a legal 
dozen less than twelve. 


You cannot help the. farmer by more coinage 
of silver; he can be helped only by more con- 
sumers for his products. You cannot help him 
by free trade, but, as I have shown, he can be 
hurt and seriously hurt by the free introduction 
of competing products into this country. Better 
a thousand times enlarge the markets for Amer- 
ican products than to enlarge the mints for the 
silver product of the world. , 

“Plant the factory by the farm,” de- 
clared Gen. Jackson, who was a pretty 
good Democrat in his day. Maj. McKinley 
agrees with him. He told his Ohio visitors 
not to look for relief to the free coinage of 
silver, because “if the nominal price of 
grain were to rise through an inflation of 
the currency, the price of everything else 
would rise, and the farmer would be rela- 
tively no better off than he was before,’ but 
to look for relief to the home market, and 
to extend the foreign market by reciprocity 
provisions.

Said Maj. McINinley: 

The best consumers for the American farmers 
are those at home. They consume eighteen times 
as much of the products of the American farm as 
the foreign’*consumer. Their earning power has 
been cut off in the last two vears, so that it makes 
our home market less desirable. Prosperity of 
manufactures is inseparable from the prosperity 
of agriculture. 

I’ree silver will make the consuming pow- 
er Of those home consumers less than it is 
now. Why, then, should farmers vote for 
free silver? 

THE COST OF CODDLING COLORADO. 

A correspondent of a New York paper 
sends this letter to it ferpublication: 

New’ York, Aug. 24.—Sitting, on the veranda ofa 
summer hotel recently, in company with a Colo- 
rado man and his friend, the conversation nat- 
urally turned upon the all-absorbing currency 
topic, and our Colorado man said that not long 
before he left home a Republican acquaintance of 
his, who was’a protectionist, but who atthe same 
time was a strong silver man, made to him what 
Was the strongest appeal he had ever listened to 
in behalf of the free coinage of silver. Said the 
Denver silver advocate: 

‘*We ought all to be protectionists together; 
but the East, with its manufacturing interests, 
wants everything, and when it comes our turn 
is not willing to do‘anything for us. We have 
helped the East in protecting its manufactures 
and now we want the East to help us in giving us 
free coinage. It is our turn. We are entitledto 
consideration and the East ought to give {t to us.”’ 

Our friend added the argument seemed to him 
to be reasonable, and it came nearer converting 
him to free silver than anything he had eyer 
heard thus far. 

It is ditlicult to imagine worse trumpery 
than the “Colorado man” indulged in. 
The very protection argument he used was 
employed in the Senate in 1890, The Col- 
orado and other silwer States’ Senators 

served notice onthe New England, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Ohio Senators that the McKin- 
ley high protection bill should not pass the 
Senate unless “something was done to 
protect silver.” The least protection they 
would accept was that the government 
should purchase four and a haif millions 
per month of silver bullion from the Rocky 
Mountain miners, and issue to them silver 
certificates thereon, redeemable in gold at 
the.Treasury. Three ounces of silver coins 
into about four silver dollars, which would 
make*six million dollars a month, or sey- 
enty-two millions a year. The high pro- 
tection Senators voted to join to the Rocky 
Mountain silver that immense slice of 
* protection,” giving out to their constit- 
uents the reason that the House had a ma- 
jority of Bland free silverites, and with 
the support of Teller, Jones, Stewart, and 
other mountain Senators, a House free 
coinage bill could be forced through’ the 
Senate, and as a choice of evils they voted 
for the Sherman amendment, authorizing 
an inflation of seventy-two million dollarsa 
year; but they have never answered the 
question: ‘“* Would, Harrison, a gold stan- 
dard man, have signed or vétoed that dan- 
gerous inflation bill?” 

However, the-effect of the Sherman-Tel- 
ler compromise amendinent proved disas- 
trous to the @untry. Within three years 
this flood of cheap silver, worth but 60 
cents on the dollar intrinsicaliy, under- 
mined the confidence of capitalists, who 
saw plainly. that the ‘government was 
marching the country to the silver basis, and 
they began sending in for redemption in 
gold those * compromised protection Sher- 
man notes,”’ of which there were then out- 
standing about $148,000,000, and also send- 
ing in greenbacks to draw goki for them, 
The gold reserve in the Treasury ran down 
very rapidly. <A panic set in of great sever- 
ity. Runs. were made on thousands of 
banks by scared depositors. Some 550 
banks were broken in less than a fortnight, 
and thousands of men who could not pay 
their call loans, or put up enough margin 
to secure their loans from the banks, went 
into sudden bankruptcy. Business was 
paralyzed in all parts of the Union. Multi- 
tudes of workmen were “laid off” and 
wages declined for lack of work. Confi- 
dence in the value of the currency being 
shattered, and the run continuing on the 
Treasury for gold, and our securities held 
abroad being sent home for sale in large

President Cleveland, in order to arrest the 
panic and prevent.a disastrous slump from 
the gold standard to silver monometallism 
of 60-cent dollars,.hurriedly.convened. Con-" 
gress in extra session, and in a strong spe- 
cial message advised Congress to repeal the 
Sherman silver amendment, which made 
the purchase of four and a half millions of 
ounces per month compulsory on the gov- 
ernment. The House acted quickly, the 
Senate tardily, but finally yielded, and the 
silver purchases were stopped. 

This is what the country gets for yielding 
to the Colorado and Mountain States de- 
mand for “more protection for silver.” 
Silver had been protected from 1878 to 
1890 by the government being compelled 
by act of Congress to purchase not less than 
two millions of dollars’ worth of silver 
bullion per month; but the greedy, over- 
reaching silver barons forced the protec- 
tionists in Congress to give their monopoly 
product twice as much protection as it pre- 
viously had had for twelve years. The 
damage done the people of the United 
States since 1803, caused by the extra “ pro- 
tection ” given silver in 1890, has exceeded 
the value of all the mountain silver-mining 
States. They would not sell for anything 
like the loss they inflicted on the Union by 
forcing the passage of the Sherman amend- 
ment. | 

Immediately after*the repeal of the dis- 
astrous Sherman amendment in 1893 the 
silverites of all grades, under the leadership 
of Altgeld, Bland, Tillman, Bryan, and the 
rest of the conspirators, united to force free 
coinage of silver at'a ratio representing but 
half its intrinsic value upon the country. 
The scheme is to drive away gold and estab- 
lish monometallism, which they have the 
ineffable effrontery -to dub “ bimetallism.” 
They demand the free opportunity to take 
50 cents’ worth of silver bullion and when 
coined for them to tender it in full payment 
to those from whom they have borrowed 
money worth 100 cents in gold on the dol- 
lar. Pretending to have the common peo- 
ple with them, they plot and labor to destroy 
half the value of the people’s wage deposits 
and life insurance. Avowing great affec- 
tion for the government, they exhibit the 
malice of Satan in trying to break down its 
credit, tarnish its honor, and force it to pay 
OU cents.on the dollar.of its obligations and 
to repudiate the other half of what it hon- 
estly owes. Expressing a hypocritical in- 
terest in the welfare of the honest masses, 
they single out a class of desperate debtors 
and shew them how they may cheat their 
creditors out of half their dues by the sim- 
ple process of having an act of Congress 
passed changing the Americar standard of 
money to half-value silver dollars, and then 
tendering their creditors that depréciated 
stuff in full payment of gold value obliga- 
tions. 

Both the tempters and the tempted 
shut their eyes to the tremendous losses this 
perfidious rascality would inflict on many 
millions of innocent honest people in cut- 
ting the value of their wages in two in the 
middle, cutting in two the value of their 
stocks in building and loan associations, cut- 
ting in two the value of every man's de- 
posits in banks, and loans of capital to bor- 
rowers, cutting in two the value of: every 
old soldier’s pension, cutting in two the 
value of every school teacher's salary in 
the United States, cutting in two the value 
of all the salaries paid to railroad sta- 
tion, track, switch, and machine shop 
men, and of all trelley and horse car and 
motor men, and cutting in two the value of 
the salaries of all government,\State, city, 
and county officials and employés. 

Can the American people afford to make 
any more sacrifices for the special protec- 
tion of Colorado’s oversupply of depreciated 
silver bullion?

GEN. M’ALPIN TO THE CLUB LEAGUE.

NEW RESPONSIBILITIES OF A RAILROAD 
RECEIVER. 

The Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
railroad company, known as the Monon, has 
passed into the hands of a receiver for the 
avowed purpose of evading the payment of 
certain debts. The Monon under a former 
management in 1SSY guaranteed bonds to 
the extent of $1,185,000 of a proposed raii- 
road in Kentucky. The bonds were sold, 
but the new road was never completed, and 
finally when it became hopelessly insolvent 
and passed into the hands of a receiver the 
Monon stockholders repudiated the guar- 
antee. In an appeal] to the courts it was 
held that the Monon could not evade the re- 
sponsibility of its guarantee of the bonds 
of the Kentucky road, although that road 
did not fulfill its agreement, and because of 
that decision, and fearing ain attachment 
by these Kentucky bondholders, the Monon 
officials decided to place their affairs in a 
receiver's hands. 

The episode, as far as it has progressed, 
is an illustration of the peint made by Mr.

This has been the case in the Monon diffi- 
culty, the affairs of the road having been 
placed by the court in the hands of Mr. 
McDoel, who is the Vice-President and 
General Manager of the company. It has 
been asserted that by this arrangement the 
Kentucky bondholders will be left out in the 
cold, as the first and second mortgages are 
preferred and the holders will buy in the 
road and operate it-as before, relieved en- 
tirely of the Kentucky obligations, 

Now the question arises whether the in-

-Monon guaranteed have any rights which 


enybody is bound to respect. Will they 
lose éverything? How far can debts which 
a company does not think it ought to pay, 
but which the courts think it should, be 
wiped out by putting the road in the hands 


of a receiver? 


LINCOLN’S “LOST SPEECH.” 

THe TRipuNyE will print on Iriday si- 
multaneously with its publication in Mce- 
Clure’s Magazine, the full report of the 
remarkable speech made by Abraham Lin- 
coln at the first Republican convention ever 
held in this State—the Bloomington con- 
vention of May 20, 1856. 

Some weeks ago this paper printed an 
article in which it told how this “ lost 
speech,” which so electrified the correspond- 
ents that they applauded it instead of re- 
porting it, had been brought tolight. Henry 
C. Whitney, a young lawyer, a warm friend 
of Mr. Lincoln, went to the convention for 
the purpose of taking notes of what his 
friend might say. Hekept his head through 
all the excitement and took full longhand 
notes, which he preserved and wrote out a 
few months ago at the request of the pub- 
lisher of the magazine, who had learned of 
their existence. 

The language of the speech is not identical 
with that used by Mr. Lincoln except where 
the exact words of some striking sentence 
were jotted down by the reporter. But the 
argument is Mr. Lincoln's. The ideas are 
his, and they show how much more radical 
he was in his sentiments in 1856 than has 
been generally believed. 

If his speech had been printed when de- 
livered some of its sentences, like the con- 
cluding one about the possibility of “‘ an ap-» 


‘peal to battle and to the God of hosts,” 


might have shocked less progressive mem- 
bers of the party in Central and Southern 
Illinois. It is suggested that perhaps Mr. 
Lincoln was rather pleased for that reasoa 
that the speech was not reported, 

But it did its work. The effect on the 
hearers could uot be obliterated. The pow- 
erful argument and the burning words made 
Mr. Lincoln the chieftain of the new Re- 
publican party. It was at Bloomington 
that he took the first step on the road tothe 
White House. 

So this speech, resurrected after having 
been buried for forty years, possesses great 
historic value and interest. It should be 
perused by every man to whom the memory 
of Lineoln is dear.

There has been 
no reason why money should be spared in 
surrounding the ceremony with every lux- 
ury, but it speaks well for the instincts of 
the young couple that the immense financial 
outlay was not the conspicuous feature of 
the o€casion. 

The union of these two young people has 
been heralded with much publicity, ocea- 
sioned largely by the great wealth each rep- 
resents, but throughout-all the extrava- 
gance of society writers has run the whole-

uine and democratic affection. ‘Mr. Whin.

and the name of his voung wife has been 
made a household word in many a humble 
home because of her unostentatious char- 
ities.

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ANDREE’S EXPEDITION POSTPONED. 

The laconic announcement comes from 
Norway that Prof. Andree has arrived at 
Tromsoe from Dame Island, “ having ap- 
parently abandoned for this year his at- 
tempt to cross the arctic regions in: a 
balloon.” If it proves true that the ex- 
plorer has abandoned the expedition the dis- 
appointment will be widespread. A univer- 
sal interest had been aroused in the Andree 
project because of its novel and extremely 
hazardous character. His first suggestion 
of using a balloon in an attempt to reach 
the north pole was met with ridicule, but 
when he convinced in his favor expert crit- 
ics as fast as they arose with objections, 
and finally enlisted the financial support 
of the King of Sweden, it seemed assured 
that the unique voyage would he taken and 
that it had at least a fair prospect of suc- 
cess. 

It was planned by Prof. Andree to take 
two companions chosen with special refer- 
ence to their daring and courage. The 
balloon was to carry, besides the three men, 
sledges, a boat large enough to embark the 
entire equipment, supplies for three months, 
and the necessary scientific instruments, 
It was planned tosteer the giant airship by 
means of sails and trailing ropes, but the 
real hope of the party was based on the 
continuance through the early fall of the 
usual strong breeze from the South. It 
was expected this breeze would carry the 
expedition direct to the extreme North, 


‘where it would remain until in the early 
| winter the wind should change, as investi-. 


gators declare it always does, and blow the 
balloon home again. 

Prof. Andree had calculated that under 
the most favorable conditions the distance 
between Dame Island and the pole, 650 
miles, would be traversed in six days, 
and he was prepared, therefore, to endure 
many adverse currents and other obstacles 
and yet ultimately be successful. 
impossible, after all his hard work convinc- 
ing scoffers that what they considered a 
fanatic dream was in fact a practicable 
echeme, and after all the elaborate prepara- 
tions made for the success of the expedition, 
that it had been abandoned finally. It is 
more probable that some temporary dis- 
couragement or obstacle has arisen to post- 
pone the trip and that, as the brief dispatch 
intimates, it will be undertaken as outlined 
next year. It is to be hoped surely that the 
world has not seen the last of this pict- 


uresque project. 
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THE DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 

The convention of the’ National Demo- 
crats of Illinois, which met yesterday at 
Battery D Armory to nominate a State 
ticket and elect delegates to the National 
convention to be held at Indianapolis next 
week, was a remarkable gathering. 

It was remarkable because of the char- 
acter of the men who took part in it and the 
disinterested enthusiasm and earnestness 
displayed by them. There were politicians 
among the delegates, but the mass of the 
latter were men who have no political am- 
bitions, who are not accustomed to appear 
at conventions, and who have come to the 
front now in obedience toa sense of duty. 

Many years have gone by since as repute- 
ble, as disinterested, and as dignified a body 
of men have assembled to nominate a Dem- 
ocratic ticket or to adopt a Democratic plat- 
form. They came from the farm, the manu- 
factory, the store, and the lawyer's office. 
They came from all the counties in the 
State except a few of the smaller ones, and 
they represented the sentiments of the gen- 
uine city and country Democracy of IIli- 
nois. 

That such-a convention could have as- 
sembled within seven weeks after the party 
had been captured by the Populists at Chi- 
cago is evidence of the strength of the move- 
ment. When the. sound money Democrats 
began to take counsel together after Bryan’s 
nomination they had no organization. All 
the party machinery was in the hands of the 
Altgeldites. And yet, in spite of this seri- 
ous disadvantage, the sound money men 
were able to rally their forces and hold a 
convention like that of yesterday. 

Their ability to make so formidable a 
showing in so short a time’'is good evidence 
that the Popocrats underrated sadly the 
force of the honest money sentiment among 
the Illinois Democrats.

TEXAS FEVE 


Clyde Are Affected and a Num- 
ber Die of the Plague, 


Texas fever, the dread of cattlemen, has 
made its appearance among the stock of 
the milk dealers of Clyde, Morton Park, and 
other suburbs along the line of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, Eight 
cattle died yesterday morning, and several 
others are in a bad condition at present. 

The first symptoms of the disease were 
noticed by the owners of the affected stock 
the night before, but the disease was not 
recognized until the cattle were found dead 
in their stalls, and it was too late to take 
precautions to protect the rest from the in- 
fection. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy has 
a yard at Clyde, and it is here that the cars 
in which the road brings cattle to the Stock- 
Yards are cleaned. The refuse taken from 
the-cars is thrown into a heap, and the in- 
spectors, who made an investigation of the 
matter, pronounced this to be a source of 
the contagion. 

State Veterinary Inspectors McGrath and 
Baker and United Statgs Inspector Smiley 
visited the yard yesterday, and after making 
a tour of the vicinity decided to quarantine 
the stables of Hermann Lundgren, a milk 
dealer at Clyde avenue and Storrs place, 
Clyde, who has already lost five of his ani- 
mals, and the place of James Higgs, a milk 
dealer at Morton Park, who had three less 
last evening than he possessed at sunrise. 

The wa'tter trough near the barn was ex- 
amined and bottles of the liquid taken for 
chemical analysis. A source of trouble 
was located at the grazing grounds, which 
are near the Chicago, Burlington, and 
Quincey tracks on Prairie avenue, At this 
point the railroad company has, recently 
opened a dumping ground and all cattle cars 
are brought from the Stock-Yards and

The residents in the immediate vicinity 
Say they are annoyed nightly by the 
harangue of the pair and have determined 
that the twin evangelists must decamp im- 
mediately. 

The brothers say there fs no power on 
earth strong enough to move them from thetr 
present stamping grounds. They threaten 
the use of metaphorical gatling guns if any

Consequently 
those residing nearby are unable to slumber 
at night,and have protested against the meet- 
ings. Their protest took the form of a peti- 
tion to the pastor, signed by nearly all the 
residents within earshot of the tent, which 


the Rev. Mr. MacNaul received yesterday. 
The document reads as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, believing in the 
good work of the churches, desire to enter 
our protest against the continuance of the 
services as at present conducted in the tent 
at Fulton and Kedzie avenue, and beg of 
you to use your best efforts in behalf of the 
Church of Christ to suppress what has be- 
come a nuisance in this neighborhood. 

The petition was handed to the pastor, and 
he -cknowledged its receipt at yesterday's 
meeting by denouncing the circulator of the 
paper as a “coward and a ruffian not pos- 
sessing manhood enough to present it per- 
sonally.”’ 

This denunciation reached the ears of E. 
W. Stanwood, a former Alderman of that 
ward, and he announced that thé preacher 
must “ apologize or fight.’’ 

The Rev. Mr. MacNaul appeared from the 
tent while the ex-Alderman was most wrath- 
ful, and in response to certain questions put 
by the latter evaded the question, but said 
he would reply publicly during the evening. 

At the meeting in the evening ex-Ald. 
Stanwood and his cohorts were present 
uwaiting the attack, but Pastor MacNaul 
made a few ambiguous remarks, which were 
net sufficiently offensive to provoke a row, 
and the meeting ended in peace. 

The signers of the petition? however, are 
determined to rid themselves of ‘the 
nuisance,’’ and will hold an indignation 
meeting tonight to take steps to drive the 
twins out of the locality, even if it is neces- 
sary to destroy the tent. 


COATS OF FEATHERS FOR 100 PERSONS 


Attempt to Rescue a Bed at the Dear-

One hundred persons were given a coat of 
feathers at a fire in the Dearborn Hotel, 
State and Taylor streets, at 10:15 yesterday 
morning.

CANADA WINS THE FIRST 


SECOND DAY’S SAILING IS DONE INA 
LIGHT BREEZE. 


Until the Last Leg Is Made It Looks as 
if the Race Will Again Be Declared 
Off, but the Canadian Yacht 
Reaches the Goal Fifteen Minutes 
Inside of the Time Limit—Vence- 
dor’s Crew Handles Canvas Badly 
at a Critical Point.

taken yesterday. Canada shook out its 
spinnaker again after being out twenty-one 
minutes. The wind laid down again and 
sails on both boats slacked. The wind shift- 
ed two points to the east southeast. 

Both boats were apparently anchored fif- 
teen lengths apart, with Vencedor astern. 
Then followed a drifting maréh for an hour, 


and then a slight breeze sent Vencedor for- 


ada several lengths.

ward and it closed the gap slowly. This 
forced Canada to haul in its spinnaker just 
before reaching the first stake. 

Canada rounded the stake at 11:57:15, 
Vencedor at 11:58:40. Canada immediately 
caught the wind on the quarter and its bal- 
loon staysails and smaH balloon jib bellied 
full. Vencedor’s balloon jib and staysail 
soon filled, but it lost what it gained coming 
up to the stake boat and fell astern of Can- 
As soon as it got the 
wind it picked up and gained blowly. 


Both Boats Go Dead Ahead. 

Both boats went dead ahead on the line 
close hauled for the second stake, with the 
wind south southwest and the course north- 
west by west, one-quarter west. Canada 
had the best of it, there being about a ten- 
mile wind, which gave it a lead of about 
one-quarter mile. : 

Canada slowly left its-rival behind. The 
wind shifted to the southwest when the 
boats were about half way over the seeond 
log, and Canada was beaten back a little, 
which allowed Vencedor to close up the 
gap a few lengths. 

The wind continued to beat back Canada’s 
balloon jib and it began to flap. In the 
place of the balloon jib it sent out its jib- 
topsalil. This did not work any better and 
continued at intervals to flap badly. Mean- 
time Vencedor sailed Mong with its balloon 
jib and gained on Canada. 

As Canada approached the second stake 
boat Vencedor was a half mile astern. Can- 
ada rounded at:12:45, and started back with 
a dead beattothe windward. Vencedor took 
in its balloon jib. In the meantime Canada 
took a port tack, and then came about ona 
starboard tack. Vencedor sent out its baby jib 
topsail, and came around the stake boat at 
12:54:33, nine minutes and thirty-five sec- 
onds behind Canada. It immediately set 
out on a long port tack, and came back to 
the line fast. Canada was making two short 
legs just outside the course, and then a long 
starboard tack with Vencedor following a 
half mile astern. Vencedor trimmed a bal- 
loon jib for a balloon stay sail. 


Vencedor Takes Starboard Tack, 


At 1:45 both the boats came about on the 
port tack and continued until 1:56, when 
Vencedér came about on the starboard to 
catch a gust of wind from the southeast. 

The wind continued to freshen. Canada 
continued on a long starboard tack, and as it 
neared the stake boat the fleet of steamers 
followed in two lines rapidly. 

Canada reached the stake a mile ahead 
of Vencedor, and rounded it at 2:05: 

Vencedor caught the breeze, and came 
down to thestake boat. Canada came about 
after rounding the stake close hauled, and 
took in its balloon staysail and sent out its 
small staystails. Vencedor came up tothe 
stake-on its starboard rail and rounded at 
2:13:30, nine minutes and thirty seconds 
behind Canada. 

Immediately after it rounded the wind 
changed to the eastward and freshened. 
Vencedor went along in the stern at a 
cracking rate and al! other boats were going 
along at a similar rate, standing straight 
ahead for the second stake boat. 

As Canada rounded it lay well over on Its 
port rail. It was 2:40:40. It broke out its 
spinnaker and started on the northwest by 
west one-quarter west course, with east 
wind. It jibbed after rounding the stake 
and set its.spinnaker on its port side,trimmed 
well forward. Its sails flapped badly fora 
minute, and four of its sailors climbed out 
on its horn and perched there like crows. 
Then its canvas took the wind. Vencedor 
gained about forty seconds, and it rounded 
at 2:49:20, with its spinnuker boom out on its 
port side. It lost some time getting the sheet 
broke out, 

Vencedor'’s Canvas Tangled. 

What to the watchers seemed an intere- 
minable length of time elapsed before the 
sheet started, and when it did some one was 
in too much of a hurry and got it tangled, 
It was losing all it had gained, while Can- 
ada’s sails were trimmed to catch every bit 
of wind they could, and she looked like a 
white butterfly on the water. Finally the 
Vencedor got her spinnaker out and its sails 
filled, but it came on slowly, as the wind 
seemed to die out. It was also slow work 
for Canada, but she finally reached thesecond 
stakeboat on the second time around, but 
much too soon, for the Americans, who had 
long before given up all hope of the blow 
that the weather man had promised, had 
conceded the race to Canada proyiding it 
did not strike a calm. 

For this they now begin to pray earnestly, 
hoping that thereby Canada would not be 
able to make the course in the time allotted 
and that then the race would be declared off. 
But they were destined to disappointment. 
The wind kept up a sort of Canadian gait 
and Canada rounded the second stake boata 
mile anda half ahead of Vencedor at 3:30. 

After rounding the buoy Canada took in its 
spinnaker and balloon jib and stood close 
hauled almost straight down the east leg. 
The wind had changed to the southeast, con- 
sequently it did not have to waste any time 
tacking. 

Shortly after the start it made a short 
port tack, but it was only to catch the 
wind, which shifted, and it suddenly came 
back on a starboard tack. The fleet of sail- 
ing craft had gathered about the last stake- 
boat, which marked the end of the twenty- 
four-knot race, and to those on the steamers 
following Canada it was obscured. Canada 
continued straight for the starting point. 
When it was fully one and one-half miles 
from the stakeboat it still had twenty min- 
utes in which to finish the race, and it was 
a sure thing for it. The Americans looked 
glum and growled to themselves about a 
ten-knot breeze and other discouraging feat- 
ures. 

As the winner approached the stakeboat 
it eased off and then swung round the buov 
at 4:19:08 officia! time, making the course 
twice around in 5:19:08. Its corrected time 
was 4:14:23. ' 

Vencedor kept on the port, and coming 
down the leg, and also eased off on reaching 
the stake boat, and rounded at 4:27:07. 

When each boat rounded the buoy the steam 
whistles let loose, making an awful noise, 
and when Canada finished {ts race a Cana- 
dian tug with a siren whistle became hilari- 
ous and let it screech and howl until every- 
body for miles around was deaf. The time 
given out by the judges is as follows: Can- 
ada, corrected time, 5:14:23. Vencedor, cor- 
rected time, 5:37:07. Canada’s elapsed time, 
5:19:08. Vencedor finished 22:44 after Can- 
ada. The actual finish was 17:59.

BISCUIT COMPANY’S DEAL. 


PURCHASES OF 14,000 SHARES OF 
STOCK ON MARGINS, 


Its Speculations More in Proportion 
with Those of the Match Company— 
What the Special Committee’s Re- 
port Will Show-Figuring on the 
Significance of Corporation Liabil- 
ity—Only Two Signatures on the 
Trust Agreement, 


The New York Biscuit company bought on 
margins prior to the Moore collapse $1,400,- 
000 of its own stock, or just $1,100,000 more 
than has been unofficially stated and gen- 
erally believed. It has to show for suci ex- 
penditure something less than 2,400 shares of 
this stock and a charge to profit and loss of 
the cash put up as margins. 

Interest in the Diamond Match end of the 
Moore failure has been so all-absorbing that 
there has been an inclination to overlook the 
New York Biscuit situation. There has 
been the same disposition to break the news 
gently in Biscuit as in Match. 

The first definite information to the public 
that the Biscuit company was involved asa 
corporation was in the unofficial statement 
that ‘‘the New York Biscuit company pur- 
chased and holds $300,000 par in its own 
stock.” This statement is as far from the 
exact truth as that made regarding the Dia- 
mond Match operations. It was explained 
that the Biscuit stock was bought below par 
and the inference left'to be drawn was that 
the company had simply invested in $300,- 
000 worth of its own securities. The real 
facts are said to be that the funds of the 
Biscuit company to the extent of between 
$300,000 arid $400,000 were used to buy and 
to margin purchases of 14,000 shares of 
Biscuit stock. All that the company has 
to show for its money is in something like 
2,400 shares bought and paid for. The rest 
of the money disappeared in margins. 

Brokers on La Salle street who have been 
complaining of delay on the part of the spe- 
cial committee can easily forecast the char- 
acter of the report expected today. This is 
what it will show: 

It will show that the Diamond Match com- 
pany’s notes are out for $785,000, which 
money was used in margins on purchases 
of 17,000 shares of Diamond Match stock. 

It will show that the funds of the New 
York Biscuit company were used in the pur- 
chase of 14,000 shares of Biscuit stock, of 
which about 2,400 shares are an available 
asset. 

If there was any particular debate over the 
question of the Hability of the two corpora- 
tions the extent of the operations would be 
an intensely important item. 

What Corporation Liability Means. 

it has been suggested With apparent seri- 
ousness that it would be an advisable thing 
for the two companies to take up and pay 
for stock bought for them by the Moores, 
and if necessary issue bends to furnish the 
purchase money. The person who made this 
suggestion neglected to do a little figuring, 
which would have shown that to buy and pay 
for 17,000 shares of Diamond Match and 
14,000 shares of New York Biscuit would re- 
quire at the price current just before the 
close of the exchange an outlay of $5,000,000. 

This would be the proposition confronting 
the two corporations if they would be held 
liable beyond ‘the margins which were put 
up. lt would relieve the situation from the 
brokers” standpoint, but would be tough on 
the stockholders in the companies. There 
is scarcely an attorney of any prominence 
in the city who is not involved in the mat- 
-ter in some way, but there appears to be lit- 
tle dissent from the proposition that the 
companies cannot be held liable beyond the 
money actually dissipated. Not only do peo- 
ple in a position to Know state that the 
Moores were not authorized by the directors 
to involve the companies, but that if the 
directors had countenanced such a  pro- 
ceeding the companies still could not be held, 
as the officers would have then exceeded 
their charter authority. That these people 
are in earnest in their belief that the com- 
panies cannot be held if shown by the fact 
that they are figuring on the Hability of the 
Moores, and are even talking seriously of 
criminal proceedings. 

George T. Smith, one of the directors of 
the company, has been closeted with the 
Moores and with his own attorney ever 
Since he got home.

| UNIFORM RANK PARADES. 


GAY FEATURE OF THE GATHERING 
OF KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS, 


‘ 


Supreme Lodge Is Called to Order by 
Sapreme Chancellor Richie—New 
Ritual to Be Given the Uniform 
Rank—Pythian Sisterhood and the 
Rathbone Sisters at Swords’ Points 
—Great Rivalry Between Indianap- 
Olis and Philadelphia for Next Meet. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 25.—[Special.]}—When 
the sun set tonight behind the western hills 
the excitement of the second day’s encamp- 
ment of the Knights of Pythias was over, 
and: the nineteenth biennial convention of 
the order was fairly inaugurated. 

The Knights have seetlied down to the 
routine of camp life, and the serious business 


earnest. 

The day’s proceedings ended with a parade 
of the uniformed bodies late this afternoon. 
There were about 6,000 uniformed men in 
line. 

Supreme Chancellor Richie called the su- 
preme representatives to order in the ban- 
quet room of the Pythian Temple this morn- 
ing. He introduced Mayor R. E. McKisson, 
a inember of the order, who delivered an ear- 
nest and felicitous address of welcome on be- 
half of the citizens of Cleveland and the 
Western Reserve. Supreme Chancellor 
Richie responded. 

In his formal address to the Supreme 
ae Supreme Chancellor Ritchie said in 
part: 

“We have lost some membership by rea- 
son of the legislation on the German ques- 
tion, but it is a pleasure to say that the loss 
thus accrued has not been from the better 


true. 

** The Catholic question has in some of the 
domains materially affected us. We have 
lost some for another. reason. In a great 
many of the domains the lodges have set 
about the weeding-out process, and are per- 
mitting members who have proven undesir- 
able to quietly drop out. 


No Middle Ground. 


* For a month or two after the propaganda 
to the effect that the sacrament should be 
refused by the Catholic Church to all who 
retained membership in this and certain 
other orders, there was much agitation. The 
result of this, no doubt, has been a consider- 
able loss of membership. I have feund-ina 
number of States where the Catholic mem- 
bership was large that we have been visibly 
affected by reason of it. Of this I do not 
complain. No member of the order should 
be censured for following the dictates of his 
conscience, but he should stand upon one 
foot or the other. Under this edict it is\im- 
a in good faith, for him to stand upon 

otn. 

** The increase in new divisions of the unl- 
form rank for the two years ending March 
31, 1896, has been 104. Since March 81, 1806, 
and up to and including July 28, there have 
been received twenty-three applications for 
adilitional divisions, which have been ap- 
proved, and these divisions will soon be In- 
stituted.’’ 

Among the most important actions of the 
morning Was the conferring of the Supreme 
Lodge rank upon the new representatives. 
Of the 133 representatives in attendance one- 
half were néw arrivals, but some of this num- 
ber being Past Grand Chancellors, had al- 
ready taken the rank. The reports of the 
various officers were presented in pamphlet 
form, and were referred to the Committee 
on Distribution, with instructions to report 
thereon Wednesday mérning. The remain- 
der of the business transacted was of a pure- 
ly routine nature, and adjournment was 
taken early, in order to allow the*represent- 
atives to see the parade of the uniformed 
rank. 

New Uniform Rank Ritual. 

It is understood the Supreme Council has 
decided positively to adopt a new ritual for 
the uniformed rank. The step is an impor- 
tant one, inasmuch as the ritual has not 
been changed since the formation of the 
uniform rank. The change will be radical, 
rone of the old ceremonies remaining. The 
committee which will report the change in 
the ritual was appointed at Washington 
two years ago and has been at work on it 
ever since. 

The parade commeneed at 4 o'clock. this 
afternoon. and it was 6:3¢ when the Knights 
returned to Camp Perry-Payne, weary and 
footsore. Thousands of citizens lined the 
streets and cheered the dusty Knights. The 
rumber of men in camp is estimated at 10,000, 
This is the full capacity of the tents at the 

time. Many more are accommo- 
in residences in the vicinity of the 
All the regiments are not filled up 


present 
dated 
camp. 
as vet. 

The Supreme Tribunal met-this afternoon 
with every member present. Counsel was 
present for the three principal cases, which 
are from West Virginia, Louisiana, and In- 
diana, and the date for the hearing of each 
was set. All three are intricate cases in- 
volving the technicalities of the order, and 
they are probably the only ‘cases in the 
docket that will be argued orally. 

A departure in Pythianism will be inaugu- 
rated this week in what will be known asa 
national instructors’ convention, to which 
ali State deputies, Grand Chancellors, State 
instructors, and State lecturers will be e:lgi- 
ble, and at which those persons whose duty 
it is to instruct subordinate lodges in the 
work of the ritual will make plans for se- 
curing absolutely uniform work in all sub- 
ordinate lodges. The sessions will be held 
at the Pythian Temple and will be opened 
by Supreme Counsellor Richie, who will talk 
of the work in subordinate lodges. On Fri- 
day night Vice-Chancellor Colgrove will 
make a similar address. On Saturday 
night the team from Criterion Lodge will ex- 
emplify the first rank work. 

Sisters Who Do Not Agree. 

The Pythian Sisterhood is meeting In its 
hall. Sixty delegates responded to their 
names this morning, which the officers con- 
sider a grand showing in view of the fact 
that the order is young and only two rep- 
‘resentati es may come from each State 
where it is establishcd. The Supreme Chan- 
cellor’s report was read. It embodied sev- 
eral recommedations for the good of the 
order, all of which were unanimously 
ddopted. 

Tomorrow morning the Rathbone Sisters 
will meet. The substance of the report of 
Mrs. Ida M. Weaver, the Supreme Senior 
of the order, will be that the society has a 
membership of 50,000, harmonious, inde- 
pendent, and recognized by the highest and 
lowest of the Knights of Pythias. The Su- 
preme Temple will elect officers on Friday 
for two years. For Supreme Senior Mrs. 
Weaver will be reé@lected. She has held 
that office since the crganization of the 
society, with the excepticn of one term. 

If the Pythian Sisterhood presents a 
communication asking for consolidation it 
will be received hindly. said Mrs. Weaver, 
Supreme Senior ef the Rathbone Bisters. 

“Of course they will have to take our 
ritual and name,” she said. ‘* It is the one 
officially recommended by the Knights of 
Pvthias. We have made overtures to them, 
but they have spurned them. Now they 
must make the first move. We have never 
asked for anv more recognition than we 
now have. We are independent and have 
the sympathy and love of the Knights.” 

The members of the Pythian Sisterhood, 
however, express indignation that they are 
being confounded with, the Rathbone Sis- 


ters.

CONDITIONS OF TRE GROWING CROPS. 


Continuation of Favorable Weather in 
Northern Illinois—Rain Needed in 
the South—In Other States. 


Central and Northern Illinois counties report a 
continuation of favorable crop conditions; but 
throughout most of the southern section the dry- 
ness has stopped the growth of late corn, late po- 
tatoes, pastures, and gardens, and rain is much 
needed. Karly corn is being cut over the entire 
State and the work will be general this week, 
while late corn is maturing fast and will be beyond 
frost it ury in ten days to two weeks. Fail pas- 
tures promise well in central and murthern counties. 
Broomcorn cutting is progressing In Henry Coun- 
ty, with a good yield. ball plowing is well slong 
in the central section, but delayed [In southern 
counties by the dryness. Thrashing continues; 
4iso clover cutting. 

Reports from other States are as follows: 

Wisconsin—The -cool weather has retarded the 
maturity of corn to some extent, but it is still in 
advance of the average. Karly plantings and 
early varieties are now matured, and some is a!- 
ready in the shock in the southern and middie 
sections. With favorable weather the bulk of the 
crop will be safe from frost by Sept. 12. A very 
large yield is anticipated. Thrashing completed 
and fall plowing under way. 

Minnesota—Stacking about done and thrashing 
in progress except in Red River Valley, where 
harvest is on. Poorly distributed and generally 
light showers the latter part of the week bene- 
fited late crops and helped lowing, which has 
begun. Corn has generally improved and some 
ts being cut, but the bulk needs two weeks for 
maturing.

Col. Willlam H. Hahn‘ is nominally the 
commander-in-chief of this fighting host. 
He has charge of the speakers’ bureat at 
national headquarters and is the most active 
man these days connected with that great 
institution. Nearly all the skirmish fight- 
ing has been done and the batteriesiare now 
being planted for a genuine battle. 
nie balls of gold, designated as leaflets and 
pamphlets, have been shot and their effect 
is already being felt. Heficeforth special 
attention will be given to the heavy can- 
nonading: 

Battlefield in Illinois. 

A number of the big guns will be turned 
looseé\in Illinois. Gov. Hastings is to fire 
the first one at Douglas Hall in this city on 
W ednesday night. H.Clay Evans and ex-Con- 
gressman R. P. Kennedy will follow on Sept, 
D at Elliott Park. 

The State Central committee is preparing 
to force the war into “ Egypt.” Chairman 
Hitch sent his messengers over to Col. Hahn 
yesterday and demanded that a number of 
his best talkers be assigned, td this field. 
The result was that Col. Habn gave him H. 
Clay Evans, R. G. Horr, Senator John M. 
Thurston, and ex-Congressman Kennedy as 
. @ Starter. 

Mr. Evans will continue after his engage- 
ment with the Cook County Re- 
publican Marching club to fill dates 
in the State until his ‘services else- 
where will be of more importance to the 
National committee. Mr. Horr will com- 
mencé in Illinois on Sept. 15 and remain here 
until some time in October. Senator Thurston 
is to make two @peeches in this State, one 
on Sept. 16 afid the other on Sept. 19, at points 
yet to be designated. He willthen goto Ohio 
for one speech on Sept. 21, to Michigan for 
two speeches on Sept. 23 and 25, to Nebraska 
for oné speech on ept. 28, to Des Moines on 
Sept. 30, and to Kansas City on Oct, 2. Mr- 
Kennedy will remain in Illinois until Sept. 
17: He is to start his campaign at Cold- 
water, Mich., Sept. 2, then come to Chi- 
cago for the Marching ‘club picnic on the fol- 
lowing Saturday. Mr. Kennedy was 
Lieutenant-Governor of Ohio once upon a 
time and is known throughout the Buckeye 
State as “‘ Fighting Bob.”’ 

About National Headquarters. 

Things were quiet about the national head- 
quarters yesterday. All of the committee- 

‘mew had gone to the league convention at 
Milwaukee. Maj. Dick, C. E. Dawes, Col. 
Hahn, and Perry Heath were about the only 
ones on’ deck, aside from the clerks and 
doorkeepers. Col. Hahn received a letter 
from J. B. Elliott, Chairman of the State 
* committee in South Dakota, in which he 
-said the Republicans out there are thor- 
oughly organized and making a eampaign 
which they think will surely carry the State 
for McKinley and sound money. “It is not 
an unusual thing,” says Chairman Elliott, 
‘for our speakers to address 1,100 people at 
the- eross-roads postoffices and little coun- 
try villages.”’ 

Here is a telegram sent to Mr. Hanna by 
Senator George L. Shoup of Idaho: 

_ “Jast evening McKinley delegates to the 
Republican State convention from North 
Idaho were given the grandest ovation by 
the largest and most enthusiastic crowd of 
people ever gathered in the history of the 
State, and they were escorted to the head- 
quarters by the Boise City McKinley club 
amid the shouts of a multitude.”’ 

Senator C. H. Hansbrough of North Da- 
kota was among the callers and he assured 
Maj.
